Gentle.mes,— We have had under enn- 
sideration the memorandum lianded to 
us on the 28tti inst. containing yt ur sug- 
gestions for settlement of the Manitolia 
school question, and havi^ Ihe horiui- l.j 
submit liercwilli our reply theietn. 

We (k'Hire, first, to refer to the iiinler- 
staiuliiij,' niwiii which the ciiMferenei! w:is 
])riiceeile.i ivilh. Voii \iill reiiieinlier 
that we llinni.'lit it necessary before pro- 
ceediii;^ with the discussiun of the ques- 
tion inviiived to sti)inlate: 

J. That wliile the conference was pro- 
ceeding the remedial bill now before t)ar- 
lianient should be held in abeyance, and 
no proceedings taken thereon in liu; 
Kieantime, provided that the conference 
did not extend beyond Tuesday next. 

2. That in the event of an ugreement 
being reached for settlement, the reme- 
dial liill shcinld he at once withiliawn, 
and th(> exeention nf the terms of the 
afrreeineiit left to the jiarties. 

These stipulations were a^-rei'd to by 
yoursclvea without he.silalion, ijut iint- 
willistaiiiiiiiir such a;.'reement, and in 
violation of its terms, tiie remedial hill 
wuh advanced a staire in the Iliuise of 
Coniinons on .'^atiiiday morning. While 
not desirous of taking' any advantage of 
tliiH departure from the cunditions Upon 
wliich the negotiations were opened, we 
deem it due to ourselves to protest 
aL'ainst the course thus pursued hy the 
government by which you were commis- 
sioned. 

We regret that we are unal)k! to accede 
to the terms of the .propo.«ition sub- 
mitted to iiH. A study of its details 
rovcalK the fact that it iin-cdve.s much 
more than would aj)pi'ar at tirst m'^\n. 
The objections art! both f;(>ne'ral, that is 
to say, a.s to [jrinciples involveil, and 
special, that ia to say, an to practiital 
ojieratioii. 

An ainenduKnil to the school act (Mn- 
bodying the terms (if the memorandtiin 
would (liviilc tiie population for educa- 
tional i)urpi).seH into two classes — Roman 
Catholics and Protestants — giving to the 
Hoinan Catholic population distinct and 
special privileges as against the remain- 
ing portion of tho people. It would 
establish ft system of state-supported 
separate schools for the Roman Catholic 
i)ooplc, and would compel their support 
by the school taxes and legislative 
grants. Not only so, hut the whole 
Kcliool organization — text hook regula- 
tions, coiisti till ion of advisory board, 
hoards of exiiniiners and Xornial .school 
— would be modideil to Ijring it into 
accerd with the separale priiieijdu to an 
extent not usual (,'ven in jjlaces \vhere 
reiiularly constituted separate school 
cysteiufl obtain. 

In the order-in-council of the 20th of 
December, 1805, transmitted to the fed- 
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oral governnu'iit, as embodying 
views of the Manitoba goveriiniciit uiion 
the (juestion, it is stated that tho pro- 
positi to establish a system of state-aided 
ee))arate schools in any form cannot be 
agreetl to. That order-in-council was 
taken as tho basis of the policy of Ih 
goveriinieiit upon, the question in the 
lati! general provincial election, and 
upon it Ihi; government was atistained. 
it is clear, therefore, that we are pri.'- 
cluded from acuepting the propnsitiun 
which has oceii made. SiU'h acee[itan( o 
woidii, in our ojiiiiioii, be ailiiect breach 
of faith with the people of our j)r()viiice. 

Apart from tho lundaineiilal objection 
above stated, we think it duo to you to 
state somewhat in detail a few of the 
practical objections to your proposals. 
As to the first clause: 
1. Separate eehools under this clause 
would result iu a teacher having under 
his charge a com jiaratively small num- 
ber of pujiils of various ages and degrees 
of efiicieii i-y. The school coiikl not, 
therefore, be iir<i])erly graded, and ooiiki 
not attain the degree; of ellicieiicy 
readied by iinhlic schools in c'iiie.«, 
towns and vil lages. Grading of classes 
anil mutual coiniietitinn would ho de- 
stroyed. Thu separate .scliool would, 
therefore, of necessity be inlerior. Kk- 
perience olsevvbere will prove the truth 
of this contention. 

12. The organ i/.ation of the Feparate 
school would Ije coinpulsury. .N'eiliier 
the Roman Catholic parents nor the 
school trusti^es would have any o])tion. 
The vohiatary idea upon whicli, alinost 
universally, school organization depends, 
and which rules even in Ontario, where 
there is a fully developeil separate schon! 
system, is entirely eliminated, (iiven 
tlie reipiisite niiinher of Roiiiaii Cat hoi ie 
cliildren of scIkjuI age, and the law 
would compel tho sepa rat ion wilhoiit re- 
gard to the wishes ni the parents or the 
trustee^i, ;ind oniaily withmit regard to 
the ability of llie district to niaiii la in 
another scluiol. ft is most pmhahle 
also that in huoIi a case il would la- lield 
that the Roman Catholic children bad 
no legal right to attend the public school. 
Ihus we would by law com pel Koman 
Catholica to separate themselves and 
deprive them of the right to sen<! their 
children to the public schools. There 
seems to be no precedent even in separ- 
ate school legislation for such a pro- 
vision. 

8. In many ca'^cs it \\onld lie inipos- 
sible to ]iroYiile a se|iarate luiililini.', ami 
the liiiinan Calhulie eliililren wiiild 
therefoie he assigiuMi anmni in Ibc puli- 
lie. hcliui I. It seems beVKinl ihspiile 
that iiiitliiii^' eoidil he M'orse Ihaiillie 
sep;u-atiiiJi of chililri-n into two distiiicl 
bodies within daily view of each other. 

■i. The liiiancial objections would he 
serious. A voluntary separate school 
system such as exists in Ontario, or 
such as we had in Manitoba prior to 
lS!;i)c(uild onh' be put into operutiou 
where the Ruitian Catliolic races accept- 
ing the legislative ^rant would he siitli- 
cieiit to maintain the scliool, but under 
the plan i)ropo8ed this idea is not rei oi;- 
ni/.ed. Iflbenmnber <if Ruina ii < "ai h- 
oliirchihlreii are lo he fnurid a scliiml 
must be provided and niainlained. J'.v 
whom? iiy the public scthoiil Iruslei's. 
The rates paid hy Ihe lloinaii Caliinlic 
ta.\--|myers might he only-one-tenth of 
the aost of the school, yet the re.st of the 
district iiius! iii<T.inlain it. .\s a matter 
of fact in u great majority of case.s in 
cities, towuH and villages in rilaiiitoha. 
tho contrihiitinns of the liiimaii Catholic 
ratepayer would only he a fraction of 
the cost of niaintainiiig the school. As 
a result the hulk of the expense would 
require to be met out of the taxes paid 
by non-Cathoiic ratepayers and the 
school would therefore be an additional 
charge upon the school revenues, al- 
ready in every case heavily burdened. 
It would be hard to conceive of a more 
indefensible an<l oU'ensive method of 
ciiinpelling one portion ol the jienple to 
p.iy for the education and eeclariaii reli- 
LiiiHiH training of tiie remainder, and to 
ni.aintaiii a sejjiirate dcnoniinalional 
school, to tho priiici[)le of wliich th(;y 
were opposed . 

It is ijuite clear that such a plan would 
jirove unworkable, The noti-Cathoiii- 
peojile would continually striiggloagainst 
suppoi ting what they would consider lo 
be an unjust burden. Tho trustees 
elected would probably be in uccord 
with the views of the miijority and 
might prove hostile and rsfractorv in 
carrying out the details of the scheme. 
Altogether it is clear tlait a most un- 
bapipy slate of ad'aira would result. We 
believe there is no justilicutioii for siih- 
slituting such an arrangeinent for that 
which now exists. At present in every 
city, town and village iiiIIk! inovince, 
outside of VVinniocg and St. noiiiface, 
the Roman Oatholie children attend tlu; 
public schi.ols. Not a word of com plaint 
is heard. Absolute conleiitiiient and j 
satisfaction prevail. The children liavi 




public schools. We do not hesitate to 
say thai not only ie there no desire to 
separate, l.>ut if left to themselves, the 
Roman Catholic people in the cities, 
towns and villages outside of Winnipeg 
and St. Boniface, wonld not consent to 
a change in the dircclion indicated. 

5. Tt would be idle to say that siic'h a 
plan wniilil nut impai !■ the eflicieiicy of 
the public schools. Such cfliciency de- 
pends in the main upon the sufliciency 
of the school revenues. Ciiveii suflicient 
revenue, and the people under the stimu- 
lating action of the department may be 
depended upon to have a good school. 
The school taxes are now a heavy bur- 
den and one of the ever |)ressiiig ques- 
tions in municipal finance is to decide 
how much tlie people can aBord to pay 
fur their schoolti. Substract a sabstim- 
tial sum, such as would bo necessary to 
maintain the separate schools, and 
iiotliiiig i-aii be more certain than that a 
general lowering of the standard of effi- 
ciency uf iho puhlie.scliools would result. 

As to clause two. 

] . The eflecta of this clause would be 
to absolutely divest the legislature and 
governuicnt of control of the schools so 
far as religious exercises and teaching 
are concerned. Where a majority of the 
]>upils are ]!oiiian Catholics, doctrinal 
re'ii;ioiis teaching without any r(.-stric- 
lioii I ir con 1 nil niiglil go on at any hmir, 
iir at all honin. The sclinols niit^btlie 
iu eU'ect so far lis rel igiout! leai'hing i.s 
i-oiicerneii, ehurrh sehniils. Il inighllie 
said that if relii:iiiiis leaching was car- 
rieil on to l!ic i letriiiient of secular eilu- 
ealion, tlu; department iniirht withhold 
tbegnint. J'h'en if this w«.'re dune ibe 
Bchool trustees would he coaipelled to 
(!arry on ihe sebiiul and Ihe penally 
would be sulVeieil hy liie ratepayers. 
Apart friiiii tlial, Imwever, the remedy is 
apparent ratber than real. Ju actual 
ailministration we know from experience 
that it is most difficult to decide on the 
wilhliolding of a grant on aecount of in- 
iliciency.

Catholic nominees to accept otlice. It, 
would also be impoHsibli! to i;ivi' a statu 
tory piivili'i^re of rcprc-^eiitation to one 
reliijiouH dununiination williout accord- 
ing the aaniu privik'Ke to olhera. 

Tho proposal to adequately assist 
eenarate normal school we could not con - 
eiaer. It would be absolutely unjustili- 
able. The Normal school is a technical 
training school for teachers. We cn- 
deavoi- to raino it to tlio lili^licst Htandard 
by dcvotin<; to it a^ nui .li Lit tlio scliuol 
funds as can l)e spared. There can l)o 
no ari^iiinunt advanced in favor of divid- 
iiij,' the fund:', or of .separating Uonian 
Catliolic teac:liers in process of trainin;^ 
from tlie otluu-s. The Itonum Oatliolic 
teacher would not he jji-eveiited from ae- 
HUirini; reli;j:ious instruction elsewliere, 
but it is ci(nir that their own eilucation- 
ul interests and that of tlie schools to lie 
placed under their cliarge would be 
Ibest served by their attendance at tho 
provincial Normal school. 

As to the question of jiermits : The 
proposition in the nienifiranduin niij;ht 
be agreed to by the government, to lu; 
carried out as a matter of adiuiniatra- 
tion. 

The last clause of the memorandum 
jeferrini; to the terms upon which liie 
remedial hill would he withdrawn is 
not, it is suhnulted, in accordance with 
the understanding arrived at upon the 
openint;of the conference. The under- 
Standing was that in the event of a set- 
tlement being made, the remedial hill 
should be immediately withdrawn. The 
pas.=in!J of the necessary IcLrislalion, and 
the carrying out of the terms of the set- 
t le]neut, was to be left to the parlies. 
The clause of the nieniorauduni referred 
to is, therefore, a departure in that it 
requires as a condition of tho with- 
drawal of the remedial bill that legisla- 
tion to carry out the terms of the settle- 
ment, if made, should be enacted before 
tho withdrawal of the hill. Ajiart 
from the iniderstantlmg which was 
liad, it would be imimssilile to 
;iceede to the terms (jf the last clause 
The legislature <'annot meet; until .\pri 
Kith, and under the ordinary proceedure 
the government could not untlertake ti 
h 've a bill passed biM'on! the twenty 
fifth (jf April theday onwhicli the Doniin 
ion jjarlianient oxijirea by ellhixion of 
time. 

It will he seen from the above 
marks that the plan proposed involves 
the establishment of a state-aided de 
nominational system of state-aided scp 
arate schools, which in practical effect 
would carry with it the evils of the syS' 
tem which prevailed prior to ISW, and 
would also involve grave additional evils 
and difficulties of whish we have hither 
to had (experience. The objections nuiy 
be summarized as being; 

1st. The statutory division of the 
peoi)le into separate denonunational 
classes. 

2nd. The necessary inferiority of the 
separate school. 

Srd. Impairment of the efficiency of 
the public schools through division of 
school revenues. 

4th. The burdening of non-Catholii' 
ratejiayers by com]ielling them to main- 
tain separate scliools. 

5th. The accordi ug of Sjiocial ])rivi- 
leges In one denomination which couhl 
not on ])rinciiile he denied to all the 
others, but which in practice coukl not 
be granted to suc'h others without entire 
destruction of the school system. 

It will not therefore be a matter of 
surprise to you that we are unable to 
accede to the proposition made, or any 
proposition based upon similar prin- 
ciples. 

We are prepared, however, to make 
<^ood tho promise to remedy any well- 
founded grievaiuie, if such e.xist, and we 
therefore sidjinit a ])lan id' suggested 
modifications, which we believe to bo 
free from objections upon principle, and 
which in our opinion will reniuve any 
such grievances and at the same time in 
no way Affect the etiiciency (if the public 
school system, or deprive tlie Roman 
Catholic chililren (jf the privilege of par- 
ticipation in the same educational ad- 
vantages enjoyed by the rest of the peo- 
ple. 

Our proposition is in the form of an 

alternative : 

First — Slioul.l it be .'iccciited as a sat- 
isfactory uieasui'e of relief tn the minor- 
ity, and as reniDviiig tlieii- grievances, 
we hereby offer to i-omplelcl_v secu'ari/.e 
tlie iiuhlii; school system, eliminating 
religious exercises and teaching of every 
kind during school hours. We desire to 
be understood in connection with tliis 
proposition that it is made as a coin- 
promise (lifer, and not as embodying the 
policy which the government and legis- 
lature of the province are themselves 
desirous of pursuing. We are willing, 
however, to adopt such a measure in 
order to attain a settlement of the dis- 
pute. 

Second — In the aM('rnalive we oiler Id 
repeal the presen f pn ivisioii i if t he scln ml 
ni't relating to religious exercises, and td 
enact in substance the following:

"If authdrized by I'esnlution of the 
trustees, such resolution to be assented 
to by a majority, r(digiouH exercises and 
teaching to be held in any public school 
between 3 :30 and 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon.

In fai!t il is ditlicull to conceive what 
bettor plan could be proposed even were 
dealing with a system of schools en- 
tirely Catholic. It wonid be, in any event 
necessary to have some general provi- 
sion as to the time allotted for religious 
xercises and teac'hiiig. The individual 
school could not lie permitted to act 
v.-ithout rt^slraint. The tinu! sugi;e^led 
seems tn bo a reasnnable and su lliciciil 
priiportioM (if the schddl cmii-.-es, and the 
liour in the day is umlduii'i'illy the must 
convenient fur the upci-at inn iif the cnii- 
scieiice clause.

Absolutely e(iual rights would 
prevail. .N'on-Catliolich de.-^iriug a greater 
amount of religidus instruction than 
even at present ndght cairy nut their 
views. While this desirable end would 
be accomplished the uniformity and etli- 
cifncy of tho schools to which the chil- 
dren of all denominations would go, 
would remain absolutely unimpaired 
and unaffected.

We regret to find that there has been 
some inisap|ireliensioii as to any under- 
standing upnii which the (;dnf(-rence was 
prn.'eeded with. .\s to the lirsi nf those 
matteis mentidiied liy yon ; we under- 
stand the facts In be " lliat ynii in.-isled 
that nil further Cdii^ideratidii dl the rem- 
edial bill hliould be iires>ed fur liy the 
Dominion government until to-day 
(Tuesday), and that directed your at- 
tention to the announceinonl 10 that ef- 
fect in the newspapers o£ the day, and 
having every desire to meet your wishes 
we further promised to communicate 
with the Dominion government, asking 
that the bill be not taken up on Friday. 
This communication we sent, and we 
are as much surprised as yourselves to 
find that liite on the night of the briday 
sitting the bill was advanced a stiige. 
We cannot say what consideration forced 
the gdvermiieiil to the cnindTision that 
this steji was necessary, and we sincere- 
ly regret that any misumlerstanding has 
arisen as to a poinl upon which we cur- 
ried out wliai wi! believed tn bi! our cn- 
gagenieiil . and njion which we did all we 
could to have your wishes observed. 

,\s to the second matter which you 
mention, there seems to have been a 
clear and nerhaps not unnatural mis- 
understanding hi'tween as.

Inaddilinn 
I'l this we imisl- premise lliat Hnllicient 
weight is not given by you to the un- 
doubted legal ]! sit inn oi tl Koman 
Catiiolics. Under the judgment of the 
judicial committee of Iho jirivy council 
and the remedial order they certainly 
have important legal rights in connec- 
tion with separate schools, and while 
the Dominion parliament may have 
jurisdiction to enforce some or all of 
those rights, it is universally acknowl- 
edged that this could be done with more 
advantage to all parties by the local legis- 
lature, and for tliis reason we arc hold- 
ing this conference. A discussion of the 
di-advaiitagcs of Be|)arato schools i.s 
therefore, in our viir.v, not relevimt to 
thiMtresent situation, and is likely 10 
raise iiiisleadiiig issues. In our view 
much of your arguoieul misses its niark 
because you liavc i nt, rccogniziMl the 
jireseiit condition of allairn and dealt 
with our BiiggcstionH as compared with 
a regular system of separate schools, 
such as might be established under the 
remedial bill, or under the old system, 
hut have rather confined jour attention 
to maintaining that our proposition 
would involve some of the drawbacks of 
these other schools. 
We deeply regret that you have felt

in prcatige a f^reat deal more than he 
bits gained. The uncertain note which 
Mr. McKinley has sounded on the cur- 
rency question has caused some of the 
Kepubliean pajjera to apeak out quite 
plainly. Among these is the New Yorlc 
Commercial Atlvertiser. In rejily to the 
Cleveland Leader, a McKinley origan, 
which announced that the tariff is to be 
the groat question before the American 
people, the Advertiser siiyb:

hour. It forfidled that position of tin- | 
ipK'Htioned pre-eminence on tiie day j 
when half a dozen We.-itiTii silver Sen- 
ators insolently aniiouiieed that not a 
line of protective taritl' legislation should , 
|ia.sa Congress ttiilesa it was accompanied 
by a bill for the unlimited coinage of 
silver dollars worth 50 cents eaeli. This 
flagrant defiance of the great in- 
dustrial interests of the nation created 
a new situation ; raised a new issue, 
imminfMit, threatening, imidaeable. It 
made silence on the currenev, or evasive 
utterances eojicenung it, at once cow- 
anlly and dishonest. It jjlaccil by tlie 
side of the tariff question another pnib 
leni of e(inal iniiiort;iiue to evt'ry .\iu- 
erican citizen. It compelled the i\epulj- 
lican ])arty to makf its jiositiiui on the 
issue of sound money as clear and un- 
mistakable as its jiosition on i)rotection 
to .Aiuericaii factories and farms. 

There are -!l),()Ot),000 wage earners in 
the United States. Reiiublieanism has 
pleiliied itself to make every dollar of 
tlndr pay w .irtli one hundred cents in 
[;old. It has promised not merely to re- 
store wages to the .Vineriuan ligure, but 



States had plunged the iGbverriment of 
the nation. 

It is difficult to believe that the 
greater number of the members of the 
Ibiiise of Itepresentatives and till! .Sen- 
ale realized the full signilicanco of the 
resolutions they voted for. It now re- 
mains to be seen what President Cleve- 
land will do in the matter. It is not to 
be supposed that he does not know 
exactly what taking action in accord- 
ance with the terms of the resolutions 
means. He knows tliat if he carries 
out those resolutions war between 
his country and Spain is inevit- 
able. He is a man of great solf- 
reliance and great moral courage. 
If in his opinion tlu^ resolutions are un- 
called for, if Ibey jilace the United 
States in a position which its honor and 
its well-being do lujt reiiuire it to take, 
be will not hesitate to treat those reso- 
hitiona as if they had never been passed. 
Then, on the other hand, it does look 
singular and incongruous to see the Pre- 
sident of a republic, a nation supposed 
to be governed by the people composing 
it, iilaciiiL' himself in direct opposition 
to the deliberately expressed desire of 
the " aovereign people." Hut, {sovereign 
or not, President Cleveland is the man 
to take this course, if he is fully con- 
vinced that the interests of the nation 
over the direction of whose affairs he 
presides require liim to do so.

AecidentH of the Early lliiiitiiig— 
Tho Fleet Now Busily 
Eiuployed. 



Very unpromising indeed is the ])ros- 
pect for the iirosent year of the seal 
hunting industry, and although there 
are this sea.son 07 vessels employed — the 
largest fleet that has ever been utilized 
— it is extremely doubtful if even last 
year's ftgures Will be reached. On the 
British Columbia coast the schoojiers 
have, owing to the boistefous weather, 
been able to utilize but very few days 
for hunting, s|)Oiidiiig wooks in shelter 
along tho Vancouver island shore. Nor 
does the outlook appear more favorable 
from the Jajianeso side, where 15 
vessels of the Victoria fleet of 28 
have already got to work. Hunter Mc- 
Swain of tho Vera, who roturneil on sick 
leave by the Empress of .Ijipan yesterday 
reports not only the worst of bail weath- 
er all along the Japanese coast, but adds 
that when an occasional calm has jier- 
mitted the sending out of the boats, the 
hunting fields are found to be practically 
deserted. 

The American schooner Golden Fleece 
after working industriously for live 
weeks has only lo seals to show for tho 
time — and she is thus far a top-liner. 
Just before .McSwain sailed from Japan 
a wire was received by Mr. J. Kernnn, 
the Vokoliaiiia agent of this schooner, 
from Kinkusan, that the vessel had lost 
three of her crew. Kanaka Frank, .a 
well-known Victoria hunter and his 
two boatmen. They were at work in 
rough weather and were capsized, their 
overturned boat being scon afterward 
recovered. The Vera had also lost a 
man, as mentioned by Captain J, G. 
Cox in a recent letter to his tirin, lYank 
Carlson, who not long ago loft a deep- 
water .ship at Vancouver to try his 
fortune as a soider, having been lost 
overboard during the passage to Japan. 
Seven or eijiht of the Victoria sealers 
are at present in liosiiital at Vokoliama, 
and besides McSwain of tho Vera, Sailor 
Jack of the Fortiina also returned home 
bv tlu^ Km))resf) on the invalid list.

M.vhtin presented a mes- 
sage from the I^ieutenant Governor 
transmitting a bill autliorizing the grant 
of a land subsidy for and in aid of the 
Columbia & Western railway. 

The bill was introduced and read a 
lirst time. 

rio.s'. Mu. Maiitis moved the second 
reading of the land act aiueiulnieiit bill, 
the object of which he said i-- to re-enact 
almost won! for word the provisions oi 
an act previously in ioice autiiorizing 
the sale of ])iib!ic lands. He briefly 
.pointed out the advantages following' the 
.sale of laiuls, which are then enelo.sed 
and made productive and of some value 
to the province apart from being a source 
of revenue from taxation. 

It being six o'clock the Speaker left 
the chair. 

After Recess. 

Hon. Mb. Tubner presenied messages 
from the Lientenant-Ooverncjr, trans- 
mitting supplementary estimates, and a 
bill for the encouragement of dairying. 
The latter bill was introduced and read 
a first time. It provides that where a 
co-operative company has raised s'lffi- 
cient capital to establish a creamery, 
with half the capital paid up, the gov- 
ernment may advance money to the ex- 
tent of half the whole capital reiniiicd 
to Imild and eiiuip the ereanieiy, 
no such a(i\'uiu'e to exceed :;l,riUI) ami 
the mi.'iiey to he repayable with inter- 
est wit hi ii f'ai r years. The (]l)ject, .Mr. 
Tnrner said, is to encourage the manu- 
facture of butter in tlK- province, which 
now inipoits the enormous i|uant;tv ot 
$1,500 worth every day. In the old 
country and in other provinces oi Can- 
aila much has been done in this way, it 
beinjj very generally recognized that it 
is diflicult to establish the butter-mak- 
ing industry on a profitable liajis with- 
ouc some ench assistance. The bill \\v. 
hoped would secure the unanimous 
vote of the house. 

Mu. Skmi.i.n' asiri'cil that it would hi' a 
very de.-^irable (Mnsiininiat ion if by 
mean.- of some such assistance as this 
the gri-at di-aiii npoii the province, 
ciuised by the purchase! of l)utter from 
outside cuuld be atopiicil. 

Mb. HuNTRK tlioughl the government 
should be commemled for thus (toming 
to the rescue of the agricultural indus- 
try. 

Mr S.mitii had yet to hear of a gov- 
ernment-assisted enteri)riau which liad 
been a success, but he hoped that this 
would be an exception, and believing 
that it gave promise of succeeding in its 
object, he would give the bill his hearty 
su)>i)ort. 

Ml!. Kii)» also bad much i)lea.suro in 
supporting the secoiul reading. 

Mb. Kiii^LiE hojjeil that another year, 
if the government bring down a bill 
offering similar encouragement to min- 
ing, the member for Richmond will be 
found heartily supporting it. 

Mb. Eituet, as a farmer, was glad to 
see that the house was about to recog- 
nize that the interests of the farmers are 
worth a little attention. He wished to 
jioint out that this was not in any 
sense a charitable proposition that 
had Ijeon presented, as tlio government j 
will take aniiile security for their ad- 1 
vanecH. The bill he thought was one 
calculated fo meet the reeiiiirementa (5f 
the times, aiul he felt Hnr(! that everyone 
would aijpreciato the object of the gov- | 
ornnientin its introduction, I'roui some 
experience he had had during the pnnt 
year he knew that the business of butter 
making can be made prodtable, ttud ho , 
believed that erehtuaiUy'' the farmers 



and the whole country will derive' very 
great benefit from the establishment of 
creameries on the plan proposed. 

Mn, RooKits i)ointed out the decided 
a(l\'antage of making butter as proposed 
upon a large .'^cale. 

.M.\.io!t JlcTTini instanced tbc\ Fiiglish 
experience, wbieii showed the wisdom 
of the step now beiuK taken by the gov- 
ernment, and he thought the Minisierof 
Agriculture deserving of trreat credit for 
the interest he has taken in this mattert 

Mb. Cottos supported the bill and 
([uestioned whether even a larger meas- 
ure of assistance might not be given. 

Mil. BuvijK.v hopeil that in carrying 
out this plan the interests of the smaller 
outlying districts would not be over- 
looked. 

.Mit. Ad.vms thoutrht that nothing 
could be as.-isted with more profit than 
tlie creamery industry. 

T'lie bill was then reail a second lime 
and considered in committee, Mr. Wil- 
liams in the chair. The main points of 
the bill are contained in the following' 
sections : 

It aliall he lawful for the T.ieutenant- 
( lovenioi-iii-( 'ouiu'il to advaiici; out of the 
uiiiippi-oiiriated revenue and public money.s 
nf the province and lend to each eoinpany

•1. Kvery eoinpany ov association desiring 
to .share ill the bi-iinils of this act shall, he- 
fore any loan Is made, prove to the satis- 
faction of the Lieutenant-(ioveriior-in- 
(Joiincil its eonipliance with the following 
requirements, vin: 

That ttie district within which it is 
projiosed to ert'Ct or operate a creamery is 
competent and litteil for its siippurt.and 
that iliere is a reasonable iirospeel nfthe 
same lieins; a liiiaiicial siiei;ess : 

('J. ) That contracts contiiij,'eiil upmiihe 
oprrathJii of the ere.inierv have liceii en- 
tio-i'd intii for the ^-ni>iilv" therein of tlii' 
mill; nl' lint le.<s than t lirVe humlred eows. 
or I hat such supply he otherwise siilli- 
eieiit'y u'uaraiiteed or secured: 

( i. ) That tlie location of the creamery be 
such as to prevent encroachment upon tlio 
limits of an estahlished creaiuery, while 
allowing a radius to the proposed inslilu- 
tlon ofat least si.x miles: 

(1.) That llw suhscrihed caphal of the 
eoinpany or assncialion is Millieiciit , if liilly 
paid u]!, tcj enable the eomi)any nr assoeia- 
tioii to ac.(|nii e a site and to erect ami thor- 
oui;hly ecpiip an eliicient creamery of a 
capacity to use the milk of not less than 
three liundred cows:

.A-fter further discussion the motion 
was lost on division of 10 to 12 and the 
house adjourned at 10:55 p.m.

We do not 
ask that the Roman (.'atli(du's iiave a 
eepariile right to elect trustees or other- 
wise to have any special representation 
on the board of trustees, being content 
with the protection allbrded by an ap- 
peal to your own department of educa- 
tion, and in this respect our proposaLs 
very materially limit what are always 
considered tlie privileges essential in 
connection with a sejiarate school sys- 
tem. 'Phe [ir iposed schools would lie 
controlled by irn-tees elerted hy the 
wbijie ho'ly of latepayers uihliT the pi-o- 
visions of yoin- seboul law. 'I'lii'Ve does 
not seem to be any adiM|uati' !onndatlon 
for yoiir ri'imii-k that the cai ryln^; into 
ell'ei't of our Hiig!.'estion w.tiilil involve a 
modilieatiua of scoool orj^an izalion 
{.;reater than usual in eases of separate 
schools. Wii desired to minimize such 
modiiicatioii, and thiidt to some.extent 

we siu'eecdcd. 

As to your lirst objection in detail, we 
submit that tmder existing conditions 
there Would not arise any great practi- 
cal inconvenience, as in most of the 
lucalitifs affected tJie Bouian Callmlics 
are sulliciently numerous to aflord all 
necessary fncifities for grading and com- 
j)utiiion. In any nt it must be quite 
clear that the standanl of eflieiency 
maintained would iiatnr:'.lly be hiiiher 
than can he reacdied by Ibiioan Catbo- 
li<:s who rehise on <tonseieiitloiis L'ronndd 
to attend the pidille srhuol-. and are 
therefore olill;:ed to maintain schools 
from their own private nii'aiis, and with- 
out the aid of tin- Icijislat 1 ve j:ran t . Con- j 
side lim^ the question of etiicieney alone we 
thiid; it cannnt lie denied that the stale 
of ali'airs under the system we suggest 
would be very much belter for the com- 
mmuty than that whicii would ul)t;iin 
under existing conditions, or under the 
remedial bill if it became law. And if 
this be 80 even tlie argument from effi- 
ciency is all upon the side of bringing 
the Roman Catholics amicably within 
the public school system by some such 
method as we suggest. 

Your second oltjeetion in detail seenn' 
founded rjii a misa]ii)reliension. (lur 
memorandiim w:is drawn in general 
terms, and did nc^t in any sense intend 
to exehide the principh: of election on 
the part of Koman Catholics, a prliudple 
which is elementary iuid which is em- 
bodied in the remedial bill. 

As to yoiu' third objection, we cannot 
agree that there would be any special ad- 
vantaae in having Roman Catholii' clul- 
dren in a pepiinite room an (listinguished 
from teaching them in a separate Ituild- 
ing. It would seem to be quite as ob- 
jectionable on principle to separate them 
for religious exercises, as one of your 
own suggesli(jns would involve. 

We cannot altogether follow your rea- 
soning with respect to the financial ob- 
jections. As before stated the Roman 
Catholics must jiay their share of the 
taxation, be it great or small, anil In re> 
turn they have a riglit to educational 
privileges. The sidiool laws arc 
full of liiiaiicial aniunalieH as ours 
for example in the case of a wealthy 
man without children as ooiniiared 
with a |ioor man who has a 
large family. You observe that in 
Ontario and in Manitoba jirior to 189t) a 
separate school could rmt be estid)lished 
unless the rates with the legislative 
grant could maintain it, and suggest 
that our proposition is faulty in that 
this is not recognized. Your argument 
on this head loses weight when it is con- 
sidered that wo jjropoaed that there 
should ho in towns and villages twenty- 
live and in cities fifty, Roman Catholic 
children before tlu^y couid ask for a 
separate room or building, wddle under 
the old law before ISOO, under the reme- 
dial bill, and even under your own ex- 
isting law the presence of ten children 
only is necessiiry to the establishment of 
a school district. W'e must again diret;t 
jrour attention to the evident advantages 
m point of economy of the syatom we 
propose over the" old system, over 
schools under the remedial hill, aiid 
particularly over the existing state of 
afTairs where an important section of 
the public bas to pay subool taxes and 
in addition feels compelled from con- 
scientiona motives to ediKvtte their tdiil- 
dren at tiieir own expense.

It is 
only in small ini.\'ed eoininunities that 
this could ou a serious item. We note 
your objection that this would be an of- 
huisive method of compelling one por- 
lion of the people to pay lor the educa- 
tioii and sectarian religious training of 
the remainder, and must ftgain remind 
you that in principle your own alterna- 
tive suggestion is equally objectionable 
because conceivably the Boman Catho- 
lics under your system might pay a com- 
paratively insignificant shsroof laxiition 
and yet you propose that their religion 
shall be taught them in the school. W'e 
miisL further draw your attention to the 
llagrant injustice (;f tlio present system 
which compels Uoniaii Catholics to con- 
tribult' to schools to whiidi ihev cannot 
conscientiously Send Iheir ehildi<'n, and 
wo beg to siibinit tiiat tliis fact deserves 
dill! weight and consideration in this 
connection. It is to be further noted 
that the Konniu Catboli,-.-; earnestly de- 
si ]-e a couijilete system of separate 
Schools on which nnl>' I lici r own nioiii y 
Would iie exiicnded, a <iaio ,,| hiat!ci> 
whiidi would meet the oliscrvaiion under 
consideration, but which you dci'line to 
grant, (hir suggestion was to relieve 
you from the necessity of going as far as 
this. It is perhaps impossible to devise 
a system that would be entirely unob- 
jee.iiionahle tlioietieally and in the ab- 
slract. We had great hope that 
what we suggested T,-onld com- 
mend itself to vour judgment as 
a nraiiical scheme doini; rrasnnable 
and substantial ju>tice to all clashes, and 
secauingthat liiirniony and trani|iilllty 
which are perliap.s nioro than an;, ihiu;; 
else to hi' desired in a youi'i,' and ^^row- 
ing couiniunity sui'h as irf now migaged 
in the task uf developing tlie resources 
of Manitoba. 

The ground taken in your fifth olijev- 
tion has been touched on in the iireced- 
ing remarks. As to clause two of our 
memorand um , your objections couid be 
met by provisions as to detail. If de- 
sired the privilege of teaching religion 
could be limited to cortaiu titiies in the 
schools atteniled by Uoroau OHthulics. 
Tlie point that provision should be made 
for non-Catholic children is certaiiily 
well taken, and is quite in accordance 
with our views, which were in this re- 
spect inqjerfectly exjiressed in the mem- 
orandum. Neither of the projiositions 
which you make miuld, as it ap)iears to 
us, remove the sense of unjust t'cat- 
nient existing amongst the iiiiuority.nor 
wuulil tlie>' por-si'sa the cdcnn.nts oi per- 
manency and freedom from friction in 
adniinist rat loll which are certainly ne- 
cessary lor a linal and peaceabli; solution 
of existing ditliculties. 

We once more appeal to you in the 
interests of the whoU^ population of the 
province, indeed of the Dominion, as 
well as in the interests of the minority, 
to re-considor the decision at which you 
have arrived, and to make some pro- 
[losal that we could regard as afiFording a 
chance of the settlement which wo so 
earnest Iv desire.
